Pilot lan Ashpole is shown here breaking 
the world record for the highest flight using 
600 children’s balloons. Ashpole serenely 
floated to 11,000 feet near Chatteris, 
England, before cutting himself loose and 
parachuting back down to earth. The 
balloons soared on, and no doubt eventually 
ended up caught in the windpipes of 600 
innocent seagulls. 

* Ashpole also holds records for the world’s 
longest bungee jump (11,500 feet) and the 
highest tightrope walk between two hot-air 
balloons (11,420 feet). 

* At 11,000 feet, Ashpole is soaring about 
seven-and-a-half times higher than the tip 
of the Empire State Building. 

* Conventional hot-air ballooning began 
more than 200 years ago, when two bored 
Frenchmen crafted a massive balloon of 
paper and cotton, and then lit a straw fire 
underneath.

SHOOTING BLANKS 


In Our Gun is barely good enough for target practice 


heard the new band Gomez. | think 
they're very good. | found no defects?’ 
proclaimed monosyllabic blues great 
John Lee Hooker after listening to the 
band's debut album Bring It On. Their follow- 
up, Liquid Skin, elicited similar backhanded 
compliments. But it’s a good thing old Mr. 
Hooker didn't live to hear Gomez's latest—an 
album so defective it should probably wear a 
harness, ride the special bus and be talked to 
very, very slowly in a condescending manner. 
It isn't that the band has dramatically 
changed their sound—they haven't, though 


they do now, on occasion, fuse echo-y, 
reggae-inspired dub and samples into their 
songs. Their fall from grace doesn't really have 
anything to do with musicianship either, as 
the band is still as accomplished as before. 
Simply put, the problem with /n Our Gun is 
that it's just plain boring. Uninspired, dull 


| and self-indulgent, the record's pleasing 


moments are few and far between. 

The opening track, “Shot Shot? is 
decent enough; the band introduces 
some clever samples into an otherwise 
light blues number. After that, it’s all 
downhill. “Even Song” features vocalist 
Ben Ottewell’s trademark growl and a 
cool languid pace—but it’s ruined by 
some faux-Radiohead stylings midway 
through. Then comes “Army Dub,’ a prime 
example of the group’s ill-conceived 
experimentation with Jamaican dub. 
Sure, these occasional forays into other 
genres could be effective if executed 
properly, but they're not. 

And so it goes throughout, each flat 
track followed by yet another snoozer. Only 
on “The Ballad of Nice and Easy,’ where 
the guys relive the lyrical intensity of Bring 
It On over a bouncy groove, does Gomez 
come close to redeeming themselves.

I was not favorably 
impressed. Iwas more impressed with 
allthe presidents after that, because I 
was treated so much better. 
Nelson Mandela chose you to play 
him in a film based on his auto- 
biography.

If you run once, that’s fine, but in 
movies you have to run all day because 
they film scenes over and over. After 
awhile, you get fatigued and that’s 
when you get hurt. All my wounds are 
as aresult ofrunning—twisted ankles, 
hyperextended knees. I tell them at 
the beginning, “As little running as 
possible.” They say, “We understand.” 
Then they go, “OK, well, run anyway.” 

Do people still come up to you and

They don’t cry about it anymore, but 
they quote lines or ask meto saythem.

You started your career as a dancer. 

What kind? 
Every kind. Tap, jazz, folk-dancing, 
belly-dancing . . . I studied it all. My 
first job was in the 64 World's Fair, and 
that was pretty much the extent of my 
dancing career. I got a fewjobs asa 
chorus dancer, but I didn’t last long. 

Can you still shake a leg? 
My wife and I go dancing a lot. She 
loves to dance. 

Do you own a unitard? 
No, I do not, thank you. 

Rumor has it you became impatient 

with Brad Pitt’s method approach on 

Seven. Did you set him straight? 
I don't recall getting mad at Brad 
about that. I’d never get in anybody's 
way of working.

How often do people think you are 

Samuel L. Jackson? He says that it

Well, it’s a little overkill, but that’s OK. 
They're trying to get as much out of it 
as they can because it didn’t make any 
money at the box office. It came out 
at the same time as Dumb & Dumber, 
which made about $120 million, while 
The Shawshank Redemption made 
about $30 million—duh. Every time 
it’s shown, I get two or three cents 
and it all helps. 
Test audiences reportedly wanted 
the end of Hard Rain changed so you 
stayed alive, didn’t come out the 
villain and got some cash for your 
troubles. What did you think of that? 
Itwas the most ridiculous thing imag- 
inable. I argue against such things. It 
doesn’t make any sense to let young 
audiences dictate the morality ofa 
movie. Or to play a criminal who gets 
away with the crime. Young audiences 
need to see that isn’t the way it works. 
Your first Oscar nomination was for 
the pimp in 1987's Street Smart. 
Were you able to pick up any tips 
from real-life pimps beforehand? 
That was my favorite role. I lived on 
the Upper West Side in New York ina 
nice neighborhood, but a block away 
was Broadway, where these girls hung 
out at night. On occasion, Iwould see 
them run afoul of the instructions 
they received, and they would get 
punished by their pimps. I gota sense 
of the lurking violence in these guys. 
They are rough with those girls. 
Was that the only time you got close 
toa player? 
No, backinthe ‘80s, I meta first-class 
pimp in Chicago. He was very impres- 
sive. You could tell that whatever you 
wanted, he could get for you. 
Can you still do a pimp walk? 
Of course. I’m an actor. I can do any 
kind of walk.

When Justin Kirkbride’s 
plane dropped from the 
sky like abrick, he readied 
his passengers, prepared 
for the worst and asked, 
“Is this really howit’s 
going to end?” He got his 
answer, but not before 
the rescue chopper that 
saved him crashed as well 
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ustin Kirkbride couldn't 
believe it. After everything 
else that had happened, 
his rescue helicopter was 
going to crash too. As the 
46,000-pound MH53 Pave 
Low behemoth started 
corkscrewing around and 
around, the mountains below filled the 
copter’s windows. The motors screeched 
like a bitter cat fight. It was pitch-black 
outside, and Kirkbride couldn't register 
a thing when the pilot finally cried out, 
“We're going down!” Kirkbride held his 
breath and wondered, “What are the 
odds of surviving two mountain crashes 
in one day?” 


Wednesday, January 9, 2002, began as 
any other for Justin Kirkbride. He had 
been piloting planes for 18 months, and 
had logged more than 300 hours of 
flight time. Kirkbride, 31, hoped to 
someday fly for a major airline—he was

| well on his way to testing with Mesa 


Airlines—so it wasn’t unusual when he 
offered to take his friend Tommy 
Robbins, 48, and Robbins’s brother-in- 
law Larry Dimond, 42, ona sightseeing 
flight over the San Juan Mountains. 
Robbins and Dimond had been on the 
slopes the previous day at Purgatory Ski 
Area, near Durango, CO, and Kirkbride 
suggested taking a look at the skiers 
and snowboarders from above. 

The trio took off from a small airport 
in Farmington, NM, at 10 a.m. It was a 
bright, clear, Southwestern winter day. 
The four-seat Cessna 172 passed over the 
state line and into southern Colorado. 
The men enjoyed the beauty of the 
Rockies, which laid dead ahead, and 
tried to make out the skiers swooshing 
down the trails. Kirkbride had flown the 
route a half-dozen times with friends, by 
himself and with his fiancée, Amanda 
Spencer. The trip was going to be a 
quick loop—a few hours out and then 
back home for a late lunch. Dimond, 
Kirkbride and Robbins hadn't packed 
any food or a change of clothes. No map, 
no survival gear. This was just a day trip. 

“T was enjoying the terrain and 
having a nice sightseeing tour,” Dimond 
recalls. “The next thing I knew, Justin 
said, ‘I think we're losing altitude. 
I'm having problems.” By Kirkbride’s 
account, the plane was coming into 


/! contact with a phenomenon known as 


a mountain wave. When air currents 
cascade over the peaks, planes are 
positioned either above the airflow or 


below it. If the craft is on the top side, it 


glides along over the air, but if it’s on the 


| underside, the air current can rob the 


plane of altitude, forcing it into the side 
of the mountain. Kirkbride’s four-seater 


|} was on the mountain wave's wrong side. 


“We lost all air speed,” Kirkbride says. 
“Without air speed, you stall.” The plane 
began losing altitude at 300 feet per 
minute. With the mountains rising up to 
meet it, their descent seemed to increase 
ever more rapidly. “I decided to land.” 

A crazy call, considering that the 
ground below was blanketed by 70-foot 
aspen and spruce trees, but it was all 
Kirkbride could do. Pilots in similar 
situations often try to fly their plane, 
steering as they go down. Eventually, 
one wing dips, catches the terrain and 
causes the plane to flip. When the plane 
crashes, the passengers land on their 
heads. Everybody dies. “Pilots talk a lot 
about crashing,” says Kirkbride. “A 
friend who had crashed before told me 
not to worry, to land in the trees the 


same as you land on a runway.”

Kirkbride aimed the plane so it was level 
with the tops of the nearing trees. 

With the three men screaming varia- 
tions of “Oh, shit!” the plane struck the 
top of the first tree at 60 mph. “Even 


when we first hit the trees, I maintained | 


some control,” Kirkbride says. “I did as 
much as I could to go straight.” The 
trees consumed the plane, scraping and 
pinging off the fuselage as if it were 
constructed of tinfoil. 

“We hit the first tree and it knocked 
part of the left wing off,” Robbins 
remembers. “Hit the second tree, 
knocked part of the right wing off. And 
somewhere on the third or fourth tree, it 
caved the fuselage in and knocked me 
on the head and I passed out.” 

Kirkbride closed his eyes: “I thought, 
‘Is this really how it’s going to end?’ But 
I don’t think scared is the right word. I 
was concerned for my passengers.” He 
still maintains he was never afraid. 

The plane slammed into the ground, 
dug into the snow and skidded to a halt. 
It had stayed upright. 

Although Robbins was unconscious 
and bleeding profusely from a gash on 
his head, Kirkbride immediately hustled 
him out of the plane. “I heard fuel

pouring all over the place,” Dimond says. 


“We were pretty scared that the place 
might go up in flames, so I just sort of 
fell out of the windshield. I found out 
really fast that my leg didn’t work.” His 
seat had broken free during the landing, 


sending him buffeting around the plane. 


Dimond had broken his left leg and frac- 

tured his left ankle. He couldn't walk. 
Robbins regained consciousness, and 

the three men assessed their situation.

They had no supplies and were stranded 
in a remote area at 9,600 feet, where the 
temperature would dip considerably at 
night. They were not dressed for the 
conditions: Kirkbride wore sneakers, Old 
Navy khakis, a T-shirt and a thin nylon 
jacket. Dimond was wearing shorts. The 
men began salvaging the plane and 
setting up a rudimentary camp. 
Kirkbride looked at Dimond, who 
grimaced from the pain in his leg. “You

ever been in a helicopter?” Kirkbride 
asked. Dimond shook his head no. “OK. 
I'll bring you back a helicopter.” Kirk- 
bride took off through the snow, intent 
on hiking out to alert a rescue party. 
“These guys were my passengers. It was 
my duty to get them out of there.” 


At 1:30 p.m., when Kirkbride’s plane 
didn’t return as scheduled, La Plata 
County emergency services in Colorado 
began a search. The Cessna’s emergency 
locater transmitter came on briefly after 
the wreck, sending a single signal before 
it quit. The search pilots didn’t have 
much to go on, and with the dense 
evergreen forest covering the ground, 
all they saw were trees and snow. 

At the same time, Kirkbride was 
trudging through snow that was thigh- 
deep. He wasn’t sure which way to go, 
but knew he had to reach a high point 
to scout a route. He eventually reached 
a rock at about 10,000 feet. When he 
looked out from the top of it, he had one

thought: “Those are a lot of fucking 
mountains.”

Back at the crash site, Robbins did 
what he could to get as comfortable as 
possible for the day, the night, however 
long it might be. “I found a hole on the 
side of a creek bank and pulled the seat 
and upholstery and some carpeting from 
the plane, lined the hole and got Larry 
in it. I pulled some pine boughs over the

top of us and settled in for the night.” 
About an hour into his hike, the haze 
in Kirkbride’s head lifted and he realized 
he had his cell phone in his pocket.

Seeing the phone had only two bars of 
power, Kirkbride switched it off and con- 
tinued hiking for hours. He turned on 
the phone repeatedly, but there was no 
signal. He was in the middle of nowhere 
and he was fighting to stay calm. 
Kirkbride knew how important it was 
not to panic. “Being lost is a state of 
mind. There were times when I was on 
the verge of panic, but I knew it wasn’t a 
good idea.” He found himself running 
through a creek bed. He stopped and 
thought it over. “If I snapped my ankle, 
I'd be too injured to hike and too far 
from the crash site for anyone to find me. 
It could have been a deadly mistake.”

“When he saw the plane, I heard some 
relief and excitement in his voice.” As 
the rescue plane came into sight, 
Kirkbride’s cell phone cut out. There had 
been just enough juice.

and he and the pilot went looking for 
the crash site. They searched for 40 
minutes, but found nothing. Then the 
Air Force joined the operation. It was 
dark, the temperature had dropped well 
below freezing and there were two 
injured men in T-shirts stranded in the 
mountains. At 6:30 p.m., two MH53 
helicopters from the 58th Special Opera- 
tions Unit took off from Kirtland Air 
Force Base in New Mexico. Kirkbride 
stayed behind, recuperating but still 
worried sick about his friends. With 
night-vision equipment and the best 
information Kirkbride could provide, the 
helicopter crews began scouring the 
huge canyon-dotted mountainside. 
Around midnight, the helicopters 
returned to base, having found nothing.

Kirkbride hopped aboard one of the 
helicopters, along with Keith Roush, 59, 
of Durango’s search and rescue crew. “I

copters took off into the dark again. A 
smaller C-130 helicopter accompanied 
them for midair refueling. The tempera- 
ture was now a bone-chilling eight 
degrees Fahrenheit. 

“Finding a white plane in the snow at 
night isn’t easy,” says Roush. On top of 
that, Kirkbride couldn't really remember 
where the plane had gone down, and he 
was the main source of information 
about the location of the wreckage. He 
just kept repeating, “We need to find the 
rock,” referring to the rock he had used 
as his initial lookout. The helicopter 
pilot searched and searched. Kirkbride 
scoured the maps onboard. Finally, they 
found the rock. “On the very next pass, 
we found the plane,” Kirkbride says.

was right around 3 a.m.; we got a 
reflection from our flashlight off the 
windshield. We had it.” 


There was no movement below, and 
Kirkbride was afraid his friends had tried 
to hike out. The crew dropped several 
light sticks to mark the site. Kirkbride 
took off his goggles and buckled into a 
seat. Roush readied himself by the side 
door, holding the lowering cable. Then, 
as the pilot engaged in a few sweeping 
turns to gauge how much altitude he'd 
need to lower Roush into the crash site, 
the helicopter began to spin out of 
control. “It felt like losing the back end 
of a van on ice,” Roush says. The pilot 
called out: “We're going down!” 

As the helicopter spun violently out 
of control, its rotors kicked up tree 
branches; there was no clean air for the 
rotors to grab. They choked. A rotor 
clipped a tree. Then another hit. And 
another. “We were going down, and all I 
could think was how my life was going to 
change in a grand way,” Kirkbride says. 

Roush wasn’t strapped in, so he 
grabbed on to anything he could find. 
The tailgunner only had a tether line 
attached to his jumpsuit. Everyone else 
prepared for the worst, as the MH53 was 
notorious for rolling over in crashes. “I 
didn’t know how hard we were going to 
hit, if we were going to roll or just blow 
up!” Roush says. 

The helicopter hit the ground tail- | 
first, and the tailgunner was spit out the |

They built a fire and camped for 
the night. The crew traded stories as 
they awaited the sunrise and the arrival 
of the next batch of rescue helicopters.

ormally, the most 
terrifying incident at a 
magazine photo shoot 
occurs when a stressed- 
out celebrity publicist 
screams into her cell 
phone with blowtorch 
intensity.

They are guards, 
armed and posted, ready to welcome 
both Crips and cops with their weapon 
of choice: the bone-shredding AK-47. 
With firmly clenched cheeks, FHM 
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Not a car you would want to scratch 


has come to pay a visit to the man 
called Bloodhound, the seemingly 
indestructible leader of the Roarin’ 20s 
Bloods. For the last 30 years, the 
150,000 combined members of the 
Bloods and Crips gangs have been 
fighting each other for control of the 
LA drug scene. And even though this 
past April marked the 10th anniversary 
of the groundbreaking peace treaty 
between the two groups, slayings 


| among gangbangers have risen in LA 


for the second straight year. That's 
why Bloodhound, one of the most 
feared members in town, isn’t taking 
any chances. Security for FHM’s 
friendly house call is tight because he 
suspects our innocent visit might be 
an elaborate setup by a rogue Crip 
looking to take him down. FHM, on 
the other hand, is less interested in 
local California politics than the 
bullet-absorbing qualities of 
Bloodhound: At the time of our 
meeting, he'd stopped 23. 

Now 31, the son of a Jamaican 
mother and a Swiss father, Blood- 
hound got his start on a schoolyard 
playground when the older Bloods 
instructed him to “put some work in on 
some Crip niggas.” “So we got out on 
them fools,” Bloodhound says. “We just 
started fighting. That was the first time 
I got stabbed. I was 10.” The young 
Hound took a blade under his rib cage

and was on his way up the ranks, which 
took him from crack-house lookout to 
drug runner, from brawler to gun- 
fighter. With his career advancement 
came arrests and gunshot wounds. “I 
got shot inside my liver, pancreas, lung. 
My lungs collapsed. They had to cut out 
a couple feet of my lower intestine.” 
Bloodhound also learned the three 
basic rules of banging quickly. First off, 
never cry for help: “The way I grew up, 
you're not supposed to scream for help. 
It’s not in me. You'd rather just get 
jacked up.” Second, don’t get arrested 
for stupid shit: “I’m not trying to go to 
jail. But if I go to jail, I always wanted to 
go for some murders, bank robbery or 
something wild.” Finally: “When your 
mouth writes a check, your ass better 
cash it. I don’t operate in silly ways. I 
follow a certain type of militant logic. I 
regulate according to our bylaws.” 


So how do you choose a gang? Is it 
based on your commute? 

It’s based mostly on the gang people 
have the most respect for. 

After your schoolyard “massacre,” did 
you have an initiation ceremony with 
cap and gown? 

As a young Blood, you're not invited to 
certain functions ‘cause you're anew 
bootie. But after that, I started going 
to the dice games. I started hanging 
around with the dope dealers, working 
inthe crack house. After that, they 
started putting guns in my hand. 

What was it like inside the crack house? 
It stunk, man, ‘cause they were cooking 
up dope. All the windows were closed. 
You don’t want suckers trying to sneak 
in. My first time I had to get out, my 
eyes were watering. I wasn’t used to it. 
Crack dens seem easy for police to spot. 
How did you keep from getting busted? 
We had spinners [pigeons]. The homies 
would toss the spinners and they would 
fly around the house. When theytucka 
wing and start spinning, there are cops 
on your turf. That’s where the term “it’s 
going down” comes from. 

What was your first job as a Blood? 

I was fast, so I became arace hound, a 
runner. Say we were driving and you got 
some guns and a quarter pound. The 
cops pull us over, Ijump out andrun 
with the product and the guns. They're 
not going to catch me—I'ma track star. 
Were you making career choices by 
that time, or was it just shoot ‘em up? 
Being arunner almost interfered with 
my career as a gang member. I started 
getting into selling drugs, when that’s 
really not where I wanted to go with it. 
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| from the ‘hood pay membership dues. 


I didn’t want to go inside the gangster 
career and not focus. There are a lot of 
things you could do as a gangster. You 
could go into doing bodyguard work or 
become a professional hit man. I ended 
up becoming a shot caller. 

So you're the top dog now? 

Why don’t you ask one of my little 
homies, one of the young Bloods. See 
if he wants to tell you. 

[A younger gang member confirms that 
Bloodhound is indeed the boss. “So if 
you cross him, you die?” inquires FHM. 
“Yeah, you got it,” is the reply. } 

So what are your days like? 

I call the shots. And all the homies

Years 
earlier my sister brought home a Crip. I 
was sleeping on the couch.

Air Force Sgt. Matthew White on falling 25,000 feet, riding 40-foot waves and torching underwear 


What is it about your job that makes 

you so special? 
We can deploy anywhere, under any 
conditions. We're the only job in the 
Defense Department that’s devoted 
exclusively to combat search-and- 
rescue. About half of us are involved 
in special ops as an assault force, and 
the other halfis strictly devoted to res- 


cue ops, which is what I do now. With, 
say, the Navy SEALs, some guys are 
shooters, some guys are explosives and 
some guys might be medics. Every PI— 
that’s what we call each other [for 
Pararescue Jumpers]—has those skills, 
but he is also a paramedic. The daya 
PJ graduates and gets his beret, he is 
completely qualified and could be sent 
to Afghanistan or wherever right away. 


What is this HALO? 


It means High Altitude, Low Opening. 
Technically, it's free fall. A small team 
jumps from a plane at up to 25,000 
feet, and then pulls their ripcords at 
2,500 or 3,000 feet. We have rectan- 
gular chutes, like civilian style, but 
much larger, so we can steer really 
well. We can land within 25 feet of 
each other at the same time. You jump 
from that high so the enemy can’t 
shoot you down. The only people who 
learn it are pretty much Special Forces 
guys: PJs, SEALs, Recon Marines, 
Army Rangers. It’s kind of invite only. 


Isn‘tit particularly dangerous to jump 

from that height? Commercial planes 

fly at 30,000 feet. 
You do have to jump with two oxygen 
bottles attached and a mask. You have 
to have your oxygen mask attached 
right, because at that height, if it 
swings open for just a few seconds, 
you'll pass out. That’s no good. 

How often does something go wrong? 
I've seen a guy’s chute open wrong, 
and he had to cutit and use his reserve. 
And a couple of guys died last year at 
the school because one guy opened 
his chute and a guy above him fell 
right through it. One was an instruc- 
tor and the other was a Navy SEAL. 

What other skills are just for PJs? 

We do a lot for civilian rescues at 
sea, We callit RAMZ jumping. It stands 
for Rigging Alternate Method Zodiac. 
A Zodiac is one of those big rubber 
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raiding rafts. We take a raft, suck the 
air out of it, roll it up with its engine 
into a four-foot cube and put two para- 
chutes on top. You kick it out of the 
plane, and after six seconds, you jump 
and chase it across the sky. Then you 
swim up to the boat, inflate it with a 
scuba tank, hook up the engine and 
motor away into “herohood.” 


How often do you really need a rubber 
raft in the middle of the ocean? 


We pants him and lock him in the closet. 


Some of that stuff goes on. You have 
to remember that a lot of PJs are 21 or 
22 years old. What does anyone that 
age do? They want to fight orlight the 
other guy’s underwear on fire or what- 
ever. In the end, you need profes- 
sionalism, and there’s no question 
of whether you like someone or not. 
You have to count on that guy for 


That happens quite a bit. Ifthere’s a 
ship beyond the reach of the Coast 
Guard, we'll do a RAMZ jump and go 
get them. When the space shuttle blew 
up in’86, theyrealized that evenifthe 
astronauts could have ejected, which 
they couldn't have, there was no way 
to get them inthe middle ofthe ocean 
and they would have died anyway. So 
every time there’s been a shuttle 
launch since then, 18 PJs have been 
deployed to Spain and Morocco in case 
the shuttle has to do a Transoceanic 
Abort Landing, ora TAL. Their first pri- 
orityis to try to land on these Vietnam- 
era landing strips in Morocco or Spain. 
If they can’t and something goes 
wrong, the astronauts have a chance 
of ejecting over the Atlantic, and we 
are ready to go find and rescue them. 


What sort of civilian rescues do you do? 


Ifaguyis hurt or sick inthe middle of 
the ocean and the Coast Guard can’t 
get there, we go after them—tlike in 
The Perfect Storm, those were PJs. 
Another big part is the Alaska team. 
They're the rescue assets for the entire 
state. They're kind of famous in the 
mountaineering world. They pull hik- 
ers, hunters and guys who crash their 
Cessnas out of the mountains. 


Ever had a mission go horribly wrong? 


No, not personally. [know of some PJs 
who have been out in the ocean and 
stuck with 40-foot waves and theyre 
like, “I don’t think I signed up for 
this.” In every single case, they came 
back fine. It always turns out that the 
training is there and you're ready for 
itno matter how bad it sounds. 


What do you do when you have to live 
and work so closely with a PJ who's a 
real asshole? 


It's like working in an office, what do 
you do? 


whatever the job is. 
Ever serenaded girls with “You've Lost 
That Loving Feeling,” and then popped 
off for a homoerotic game of beach 
volleyball? 
See, that’s pilots. 
So you don’t have cool nicknames like 
Maverick and Iceman? 
The whole military nickname thing is 
for the movies. Or pilots who think 
they're inthe movies. One time, a pilot 
introduced himself by his idiotic high 
school nickname and I laughed in his 
face. He was like, “What's so funny?” 
He was an F-15 guy. There are pilots 
and then there are F-15 guys. I guess 
they really talk to each other like that. 
Have you lost anyone ona mission? 
T haven't been there when anybody 
died, buta PJ died ona RAMZ mission 
off Bermuda about three months ago. 
They got the boat up against a tanker, 
and a wave threw them against it and 
he was tossed out. He got sucked 
under the tanker. One minute he’s 


having a great day, and the next 
he’s dead. It happens, 


You were in Afghanistan. Were you in 
the shit? 


Tn Operation Enduring Freedom, we 
definitely got in the middle ofa lot of 
events there. Ican’t talk aboutit, but 
alot ofthe skills we have, we were able 
to use. The one job I should mention 
is combat controllers. They're PJs, but 
when we go to medical school, they go 
through air traffic control school and 
then their own field tactics. Their job 
is to callin and team up with whom- 
ever they need to call in jumps, air 
strikes or anything. When the story 
gets written about Afghanistan, you're 
going to find out the guys who won 
the war were the combat controllers.
